tHE ANTM10MEZ FACTION TRIUMPHS. 


Secured * Temporary Postponement 


of DltcuMlou by tn« Cubau Conveu- 
tiou of the Clause Defining Qn»lilt- 


' cations of President—Kiectoral Col- 
1«C« System to Obtain. 
Havana, Feb. 5. — The anti-Gomez 


following won out on two propositions 
in the latest'session of the Cuban con- 
stitutional convention. 


The convention held its first meet- 


ing since the deadlock occurred Thurs- 
day last over what is known as the 
"Gomez clause" in the twelfth section 
of the constitution, which provides that 
naturalized citizens shall be eligible to 
the presidency of the republic if they 
have served 10 years in the wars. A 
poll of the house before the meeting 
showed that none of the delegates had 
changed his opinions, 'but that the 
anti-Gomez faction was short by one 
man, Senor LJorente, who was still-un- 
able to attend. On learning this Julian 
Gualberto Gomez, colored, and his fol- 
lowers, inade a shrewd move and per- 
suaded Senor Betari'court to vote with 
them for the postponement of a fur- 
ther discussion of the clause until 
other portions.of the constitution had 
been considered. Seuor Aleman made 
a motion to postpone as soon as the 
session was opened, and this was car- 
ried by 15 votes to 14. 


The result of the vote was a surprise 


to the Gomezites. • They had intended 
to force the issue and had prepared to 
put in a substitute if the anti-Gomez 
people had resigned, as some threat- 
ened to do. The delay gives Senor 
Llorente an opportunity to attend the 
future discussions and makes possible 
a tie vote, involving a final decision by 
Senor Capote, president of the conven- 
tion, who is opposed to General Gomez. 


Another victory won by the anti- 


Gomez men was the changing of the 
method of electing the president at the 
republic from the popular vote to the 
system of an electoral college, like that 
obtaining in the United States. The 
vote for this change stood 15 to 14. An 
article was added providing for a cabi- 
net or presidential secretaries, all of 
whom must be citizens of Cuba. 


La Discussion advises the convention 


to hasten the completion of its work, 
alleging that the present United States 
congress "will accept the constitution 
without reserve." 


Army Appropriation. 


Washington, Feb. 6.—The army ap- 


propriation bill making provision for 
the army under the plan of reorganiza- 
tion recently enacted was completed by 
the house, committee on military af- 
fairs and reported by Chairman Hull. 
It carries approximately $118,000,000, 
as against estimates of about $130,000,- 
000 made by war department officials. 
The total of army appropriations, gen- 
eral and deficiency, for last year, ag- 
gregated $119,000,000. Chairman Hull 
says the present bill will be ample, and 
will not entail a deficiency bill later.
